Candidates  for  admission  into 
the  First  Year's  Class  in  the  Scientific  Course  will  be  examined  in  the  first 
three  of  these  studies. 

Parents  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  to  see  that  their  sons  are  thoroughly 
prepared — especially  do  we  urge  a  thorough  knowledge  of  English,  Greek  and 
Latin  Grammar. 

u  A  more  thorough  acquaintance,"  says  the  Greek  Professor,  "with  the  ele- 
ments of  Greek  Grammar,  especially  with  the  forms  of  nouns,  adjectives,  and 
verbs,  is  desired  on  the  part  of  those  who  apply  for  admission  into  College. 
Candidates  who  come  prepared  for  a  thorough  examination  upon  the  '  Questions 
of  Eeview,'  in  Leighton's  Greek  Lessons,  pages  155-171,  will  be  passed  by  the 
Greek  Professor  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class  without  further  exami- 
nation.'' 

Candidates  for  admission  to  an  advanced  Class,  either  in  the  Regular  or 
Scientific  Course,  in  addition  to  the  studies  above  named,  will  be  examined  in 
the  studies  already  completed  by  the  Class  into  which  they  wish  to  be  admitted. 

After  a  satisfactory  examination,  each  applicant  will  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  Laws  of  the  College,  and  after  having  had  time  to  read  them  care- 
fully, will  be  required  to  matriculate,  thereby  pledging  himself  to  observe  all 
the  laws  of  the  College  during  his  continuance  in  the  institution. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  matriculate  without  proper  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character.  A  student  coming  from  another  College  or  academy  must,  in 
addition,  bring  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  institution  he 
leaves.

SCHOOL  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC.

The  Course  of  Instruction  in  this  Department  of  the  College  begins  with 
elementary  principles,  and  extends  through  all  that  is  necessary  for  a  thorough 
education  in  Vocal  Music,  Harmony  and  Composition.  It  is  divided  into  two 
parts — each  complete — with  a  special  course  in  Normal  Instruction,  as  follows  : 

I.  VOCAL  MUSIC. 

This  covers  three  years,  and  embraces  all  the  essentials  of  a  practical  Musi- 
cal Education. 
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II.  THEORY  AND  COMPOSITION. 

This  is  a  course  of  two  years,  running  parallel  with  the  second  and  third 
years  of  Vocal  Music,  and  has  reference  to  such  as  possess  sufficient  musical 
talent  to  justify  them  in  an  effort  to  become  teachers  or  composers. 

III.   NORMAL   INSTRUCTION. 

This  is  a  special  course  in  Sight  Reading,  Voice  Training,  Chorus  Drill,  Har- 
mony, and  the  Art  of  Teaching,  designed  for  those  who  propose  to  qualify 
themselves  as  teachers,  and  for  others  who  have  been  engaged  in  teaching,  and 
wish  to  acquire  a  better  method  of  instruction. 

Pupils  who  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  will  receive  an  official 
certificate  of  proficiency.

THE  BUSINESS  SCHOOLS. 

Emory  College  now  offers  rare  advantages  to  those  who  desire  thorough 
preparation  for  practical  business  life.  By  the  "Seney  Hall  Faculty"  they 
may  be  taught  Elementary  English  and  Business  Mathematics.  (See  "  Seney 
Hall,"  page  42.)  The  Department  of  Book-keeping  has  passed  its  experi- 
mental stage ;  it  is  cnoroughly  established  and  thoroughly  efficient.  The  Schools 
of  "  Telegraphy  "  and  of  "  Tool-craft  and  Design"  add  very  important  agencies. 
The  value  of  the  Business  and  Technological  Departments  in  Emory  College  is 
greatly  increased  by  the  opportunity  furnished  by  other  Departments  for 
instruction  in  those  branches  of  an  English  Education  that  every  business  man 
and  woman  should  master. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  BOOK-KEEPING. 

A.  S.  HOUGH,  A.  M.,  and  Attorney  at  Law,  Professor. 

As  in  Business  Colleges  generally,  there  is  no  formal  division  into  classes,  the 
nature  of  the  study  rendering  individual  instruction  not  only  easy,  but  neces- 
sary. Students  can  enter  at  any  time,  and  each  makes  such  progress  as  his 
capacity  or  industry  allows,  neither  being  delayed  by  those  who  are  duller,  nor 
being  hurried  over  principles  he  does  not  understand,  to  keep  pace  with  those 
whose  previous  training  or  quicker  talents  enable  them  to  make  more  rapid 
progress. 

While  there  are  no  classses,  the  Course  is  naturally  divided  into  two  depart- 
ments— Junior  and  Senior. 

In  the  Junior  Department  the  student  is  required,  from  a  number  of  Day- 
books given  him,  to  make  out  the  Journal  and  Cash-book  entries,  and  to  close 
the  account  in  the  Ledger.  He  is  also  required  to  draw  up,  and  familiarize 
himself  with  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Checks,  B  lis  of  Exchange,  Account  of 
Sales  and  other  business  papers,  thus  instructing  him  not  simply  in  Book-keep- 
ing, but  in  all  business  forms  which  merchants  and  tradesmen  find  useful. 

After  the  student  is  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  him  to  understand  the 
methods  of  actual  business,  he  enters  the  Senior  Department.  He  is  given,  in 
a  furm  of  currency  used  for  this  purpose,  a  cash  capital  of  one  thousand  dollar  ■», 
and  is  started  in  business  ;  buying  and  selling,  receiving  and  giving  business 
papers  of  all  kinds,  and  performing  such  transactions  as  occur  in  actual  business 
— only  using  a  different  currency,  and  buying  and  selling  by  samples  represent- 
ing certain  quantities,  instead  of  by  the  actual  transfer  of  goods.  The  student 
is  first  required  to  conduct  his  business  alone,  and  afterward  to  associate  him- 
self with  one  and  more  partners. 

In  this  department  instruction  is  also  given  in  Banking,  and  in  drawing  up 
such  business  papers  as  Notes  (plain  and  waiver),  Mortgages,  Liens,  Bonds  and 
Deeds. 

Besides  the  Course  already  marked  out,  instruction  is  given  in  Business 
Arithmetic  to  those  who  may  not  already  be  familiar  with  its  principles.  Stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  stand  regular  examinations. 

A  series  of  Lectures  on  Commercial  Law  will  be  given,  running  through  the 
entire  Course,  thus  giving  students  some  insight  into  those  principles  of  law 
with  which  merchants  have  continually  to  deal. 

This  Department  continues  through  the  vacation.

By  gifts  from  friends  interested  in  industrial  education,  North  and  South,  its 
facilities  for  practice  and  instruction  have  rapidly  increased,  until  at  present  it 
represents  in  buildings  and  appliances  an  investment  of  $10,000.00.  So  far  this 
Department  has  met  with  the  most  gratifying  success.  The  patronage  has 
largely  exceeded  the  limited  number  for  which  preparation  was  made  at  first, 
and  the  numerous  inquiries  of  persons  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity thus  offered  indicates  a  growing  interest. 

AIMS. 

The  object  of  this  Department  is  to  supply  to  the  country  a  class  of  citizens 
who  shall  be  skilled  workmen,  and  at  the  same  time  educated  men.  It  is  the 
reproach  of  our  Southern  section  that,  with  all  its  material  resources,  so  few 
have  been  found  among  us  who,  by  education  or  training,  were  prepared  to 
develop  those  interests  which  involve  a  knowledge  of  the  Mechanic  Arts.  Our 
mill  owners  and  managers,  our  large  contractors  and  superintendents  of  machine 
works  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  imported,  and  our  natural  advantages  have 
poured  wealth  into  other  hands  than  our  own.  Independently  of  these  consid- 
erations, the  Department  has  a  value  which  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated — 
namely,  to  provide  opportunity  for  the  development  of  those  talents  and  tastes 
which  would  be  lost  in  mercantile  pursuits,  or  the  so-called  learned  professions, 
or  in  farming.  Furthermore,  it  has  been  sought  to  embody  the  principle  that 
mechanical  science  has  in  itself  an  educative  power  of  the  highest  possible  value, 
in  the  development  of  the  perceptive  faculties,  the  taste,  the  judgment  and  the 
reason. 

PLAN. 

The  Work-shop  is  conducted  as  a  regular  manufacturing  establishment.  Work 
is  done  under  the  idea  that  it  goes  into  the  market  with  other  productions  of 
skilled  labor,  and  must  stand  or  fall  by  its  excellence  and  merit.  Contracts  are 
taken  for  all  classes  of  wood  and  iron  work,  thus  giving  the  stimulus  of  variety 
and  gradations  of  work  to  the  pupil. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

For  convenience,  the  Course  is  divided  into  three  years,  without,  however, 
intending  to  make  the  line  of  separation  sharp  and  severe.  The  purpose  is  had 
in  view  to  produce  skilled  workmen,  and  to  allow  for  and  encourage  strong 
determination  towards  any  particular  branch. 

The  first  year  is  given  mainly  to  wood- work,  embracing  the  use  of  hand-tools, 
wood-turning,  machine  sawing,  planing  and  boring,  cabinet  work  and  pattern 
makin/. 

The  second  year  is  given  mainly  to  iron-work,  embracing  chipping,  filing, 
drilling,  lathe  and  planer  work,  forging,  etc. 

The  third  year  is  given  to  finer  work  of  all  classes,  finishing,  tool-making  and 
machine  construction. 

Effort  will  be  made  to  conform  the  work  of  the  student  to  the  following 
scheme,  the  figures  indicating  hours  per  week. 
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First  Year — Free-hand  Drawing,  3;  Mechanical  Drawing,  3 ;  Mathematics, 
6  ;  English  Language,  6  ;  Practice,  24. 

Second  Year- Free-hand  Drawing,  2;  Mechanical  Drawing,  6;  Mathe- 
matics, 6  ;  English  Language,  3  ;  French  or  German,  3  ;  Practice,  24. 

Third  Year — Mechanical  Drawing,  4  ;  Applied  Mechanics,  4  ;  English 
Literature,  4  ;  Language,  4  ;  Physics  and  Chemistry,  6 ;  Moral  Science,  4  ; 
Practice,  12. 

Reference  Books — Owen  Jones's  Grammar  of  Ornament,  Warren's  Shades 
and  Shadows,  Ware's  Perspective,  Willis's  Principles  of  Mechanism,  Unwin's 
Machine  Design.  Moseley's  Engineering  and  Architecture,  Spretson's  Casting 
and  Founding,  Marks's  Steam  Engine,  Tredgold's  Carpentry,  Kohlrausch's 
Physical  Measurements,  Pickering's  Physical  Manipulations,  Matheson's  Aid 
Book. 

MECHANICAL  DRAWING. 

Mechanical  Drawing  is  taught  throughout  the  Course.  From  the  simplest 
exercises,  the  pupil  is  advanced  as  rapidly  as  thorough  work  will  admit  up  to 
the  most  elaborate  and  difficult  tasks.  The  pupils  furnish  the  drawings  used  in 
the  shop  and  are  required  to  work  from  drawings. 


BUILDINGS. 

These  consist  at  present  of  a  new  shop,  built  of  brick  66x40  feet,  with  engine 
and  boiler  room  18x30  feet;  a  two  story  brick  structure,  with  four  apartments, 
furnishing  in  all  a  floor  space  of  over  6,000  square  feet. 

EQUIPMENT. 

In  the  Wood  Working  Department  there  are  a  full  supply  of  hand  tools,  an 
Egan  planer,,  a  universal  wook-worker,  patent  maker's  lathe,  band  saw.  (all  by 
the  same  maker)  ;  also  three  smaller  lathes,  the  production  of  our  own  shop. 

In  the  Iron  Working  Department  the  outfit  consists  of  a  full  assortment  of 
hand-tools,  callipers,  drills,  gauges,  reamers,  chucks,  a  Gray  engine  lathe, 
17//x7/ ;  a  Gray  planer,  24//x24//-5/  ;  a  Bickford  20"  drill,  two  smaller  lathes 
(screw  cutting),  a  Buffalo  forge,  etc. 

The  motive  power  is  a  Winship  engine,  twenty-horse  power,  with  upright 
tubular  boiler. 

MANUFACTURES. 

We  are  producing  brackets  and  mantels,  from  the  simplest  shelf  to  the  most 
elaborate  article,  pulpits,  pew-ends,  and  indeed  all  classes"  of  ornamental  and 
useful  wood-work. 

Our  engine,  5//x8//  cylinder  6  H.  P.,  cannot  be  surpassed  for  economy  or 
full  equivalent  of  power.     Other  sizes  will  be  made. 

An  adjustable  drawing  stand,  suitable  for  writing  stand,  light,  neat  and  conve- 
nient. 

Contracts  will  be  taken  for  manufacturing  all  such  articles  as  are  made  in 
wood  and  iron  shops,  and  first-class  work  guaranteed.

OBSERVATIONS. 

1.  The  lowest  priced  schools  are  not  necessarily  or  generally  the  cheapest. 

2.  Young  gentlemen  who  desire  the  attention  of  servants,  in  making  fires, 
bringing  water,  cleaning  rooms,  etc.,  and  who  expect  "  the  best  fare  the  market 
affords,"  should  be  willing  to  pay  for  it  a  reasonable  price. 

3.  It  is  said  sometimes  that  Professors  and  citizens  "  should  not  make  money 
out  of  a  Church  College."  They  do  not.  But  it  is,  perhaps,  asking  too  much 
that  families  should  have  the  trouble  and  responsibility  of  feeding,  housing 
and  caring  for  other  people's  children  at  the  bare  cost  of  what  they  consume. 
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4.  Parents  who  furnish  their  sons  with  three  or  four  times  as  much  "  pocket- 
money  "  as  they  need,  or  as  is  good  for  them,  and  who  spend  twice  as  much  on 
their  clothing  as  is  needful,  should  not  hold  the  management  of  the  College 
responsible  for  their  indiscretion.

The  friends  who  have  offered  Gold  Medals  and  Prizes  for  the  best  Essays,  as 
set  forth  in  the  Catalogue,  can  hardly  conceive  how  much  good  they  have  done, 
unless  they  could  study  the  subject  on  the  ground.  These  prizes  have  inspired 
such  zeal  in  Investigation  and  Composition  as  was  never  known  in  the  history 
of  the  College.  A  race  of  skilled  writers  is  being  trained  who  will  bless  the 
country  before  many  years. 


FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  sons  of  itinerant  preachers  are  not  charged  tuition  in  the  College  classes. 
This  rule  applies  to  all  the  Annual  Conferences.  The  sons  of  pastors  in  other 
Churches  have  been  granted  the  same  privileges.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
July,  1874,  in  order  to  extend  the  benefactions  of  the  Institution,  granted  "  two 
free  scholarships  in  the  College  classes  to  each  presiding  elder's  district  in  the 
three  patronizing  Conferences — namely,  the  North  Georgia,  the  South  Georgia 
and  the  Florida  Conferences."  These  scholarships  are  not  to  be  confounded 
with  the  free  tuition  given  to  the  sons  of  itinerant  preachers.  They  are  given 
to  the  sons  of  laymen  and  local  preachers. 

Appointments  to  these  scholarships  are  made  by  a  committee  of  three  judic- 
ious men,  appointed  by  the  presiding  elder.  It  is  not  contemplated  that  persons 
will  be  appointed  who  have  either  bad  moral  character  or  ample  means  to  pay 
their  way. 

The  contributions  annually  made  by  Emory  College  to  the  worthy  poor  among 
our  young  men  should  commend  the  Institution  to  patriots  as  well  as  Christians. 
The  College  deserves  to    be  remembered,   in  substantial  contributions   to   its 
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endowment,  by  good  people  who  aopreciate  the  blessings  of  sanctified  learning. 
Since  1837  the  College  has  helped,  to  a  complete  or  partial  course,  more  than  two 
thousand  young  men. 

HELPING  HALLS. 

Knowing  well  that  there  are  thousands  of  young  men  in  the  country  who 
have  good  minds,  good  conscience,  true  ambition,  and  little  money — young  men 
who  must  for  the  most  part  xoork  their  way— the  College,  so  far  back  as  1876, 
began,  in  a  little  six-room  cottaee,  the  experiment  of  procuring  cheap  board 
for  those  who  needed  it.  In  the  Fall  Term  of  that  year  ten  young  men  began 
housekeeping  in  the  rented  house.  Among  them  were  the  Rev.  Kenneth 
McLain,  of  blessed  memory ;  the  Rev.  George  R.  Loehr,  of  the  same  class,  and 
others,  who  are  now  in  different  fields,  doing  good  work  as  educated  men.  For 
three  years  the  experiment  was  conducted  in  the  little  cottage.  At  the  end  it 
was  proved  to  all  who  had  knowledge  of  the  facts  :  1.  That  cheap  and  good 
board  was  in  the  reach  of  poor  boys.  2.  That  in  health,  morals,  social  standing 
— among  students  and  citizens — and  scholarship,  the  Hall  boys  ranked  with  the 
best.  From  the  beginning  till  the  current  College  year  not  less  than  four  hun- 
dred young  men  of  limited  means  have  found  in  the  "Helping  Halls"  the 
solution  of  their  problem,  and  have  been  enabled  to  take  a  full  or  partial  Col- 
lege course.  Every  year  the  "  Hall  "  men  have  won  distinctions — Class  honors, 
prize  medals,  or  Literary  Society  positions.  In  1883  the  four  honor  men  were 
"  Hall  "men. 

Four  of  the  largest  and  best  houses  in  Oxford  are  used  as  "Helping 
Halls."  Good  men  and  women  have  furnished  the  means  to  procure  these 
buildings  for  this  purpose. 

The  "Helping  Halls  "  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the  President  of  the 
College;  he  appoints  the  u  Managers ,"  who  are  responsible  to  him.  The  follow- 
ing principles  are  rigidly  observed  in  determining  the  question  of  admittance  : 
1.  No  little  boys  are  admitted,  unless  with  older  brothers,  or  some  mature  friend 
who  may  occupy  a  brother's  place.  2.  None  are  admitted  who  do  not  need  this 
sort  of  aid.  3.  No  student  without  a  good  showing  as  to  upright  character  is 
admitted. 

Incalcuable  good  has  been  accomplished  through  the  "  Helping  Halls;  "  the 
experiment  has  been  long  and  thoroughly  and  successfully  made.  None  deny 
this,  except  one  or  two — having,  as  they  supposed,  a  competing  iuterest. 

Not  a  few  of  the  Hall  men  make  enough  money  selling  books,  teaching  school, 
etc.,  during  the  vacation  months— July,  August  and  September — to  pay  their 
expenses  during  the  College  year;  a  great  number  make  enough— with  a  little 
help  from  home — to  solve  their  problem. 

Among  the  Hall  men  of  the  present  year  are  a  number  looking  to  the  min- 
istry. Itinerant  preachers,  with  short  salaries,  will  find  at  Emory,  with  the 
Helping  Halls  and  free  tuition,  a  chance  to  educate  their  sons.  Many  who  get 
help  to  make  their  way  the  first  year  find  themselves  able  to  go  on.

There  are  monthly  written  examinations  of  all  the  Classes.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  studies  of  the  Course,  these  examinations  will  embrace  the  elemen- 
tary studies— Geography,  Arithmetic,  and  English  Grammar.  All  exam ina- 
nations  are  conducted  in  writings 


TO  PARENTS  AND  GUARDIANS. 

In  view  of  the  inavoidable  evil  effect  of  all  absences,  whether  at  the  com- 
mencement or  any  other  period  of  a  term,  upon  the  standing  and  proficiency  of 
the  student,  the  Faculty  earnestly  request  that  parents  and  guardians  will  in  no 
way  encourage  or  approve  such  absences  without  very  urgent  reasons.  When 
any  student,  from  habital  idleness  or  inattention  to  duty,  is  found  flagging  in 
his  exercises,  the  cause  is  kindly  inquired  into,  and  if,  after  suitable  attempts  to 
reform  him,  he  is  incorrigible,  the  President  will  write  to  his  parent  or  guar- 
dian, inform  him  of  the  facts,  and  request  his  withdrawal  without  notoriety  or 
disgrace. 

It  is  urged  upon  patrons  to  consider  the  importance  to  the  student  of  begin- 
ning upon  the  first  day  of  the  term  in  which  he  enters.  Examinations  for 
admission  to  College  begin  on  the  day  each  term  opens.     ( See  Calendar. ) 


SOCIETY  OF  ALUMNI. 

This  Society  is  composed  of  the  graduates  of  Emory  College,  and  has  for  its 
objects  the  advancement  and  promotion  of  Literature,  and  the  renewal  of  the 
associations  of  college  life.  It  holds  annual  sessions  during  the  time  of  Com- 
mencement Exercises,  when  an  oration  by  some  one  of  its  members  is  delivered. 


LOCATION,  ETC. 

Emory  College  is  located  in  the  village  of  Oxford,  Newton  county,  Georgia, 
forty  miles  east  of  Atlanta,  one  mile  from  the  Georgia  Railroad.  Oxford  is  pro- 
verbially healthy,  and  emphatically  the  student's  home.  The  village  is  on  a 
high  granite  ridge— with  no  possible  local  cause  of  sickness.  Its  literary,  social 
and  religious  advantages  combined  are  unexcelled.  By  special  act  of  the  Leg- 
islature, drinking  and  gambling  saloons  are  excluded  from  the  town  and  from 
within  one  mile  of  its  corporate  limits.  The  quiet  seclusion  of  the  place 
invites  to  study,  and  the  surrounding  and  prevailing  influences  favor  the  for- 
mation of  good  habits  and  the  development  of  a  true  manhood. 

Emory  College  is  the  joint  property  of  the  North  Georgia,  South  Georgia,  and 
Florida  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  While 
it  is  Methodist  in  its  organization,  it  is  not  exclusive  or  sectarian,  numbering 
among  its  patrons  members  of  all  Protestant  denominations. 


NEWTON  COUNTY  "DRY." 

At  the  election,  held  April  22d,  of  the  present  year,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Option  Law  of  the  State,  Newton  county  gave  its  voice 
4i  against  the  sale  "  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

This  verdict  of  the  people  gives  additional  assurance  to  parents  that  their 
sons  will  not  be  exposed  to  the  temptation  of  drink. 
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"  SENEY  HALL." 

"Senky  Hall"  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  George  T.  Seney,  of  New  York.  There 
are  few  college  buildings  in  the  country  so  admirably  constructed  and  so  thor- 
oughly furnished.  It  is  an  honor  to  the  man  whose  name  it  bears,  and  a  bless- 
ing to  the  College,  whose  importance  can  hardly  be  estimated. 


"Seney  Hall"  is  three  stories  high  (the  third  being  a  double  story),  the  first 
and  second  floors  being  used  for  four  lecture  rooms,  the  third  being  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  use  of  the  College  Library.  The  building  contains  also 
eight  offices  and  reading  rooms. 

Three  of  these  lecture  rooms  will  be  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Sub-Freshman 
classes,  under  the  special  care  of  the  Adjunct  Professors,  but  fully  under  the 
general  management  of  the  College. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  management  of  the  College  to  secure,  through  the 
instrumentalities  afforded  by  "  Seney  Hall,"'  and  of  the  Adjunct  Professors 
and  Tutors  to  be  provided,  two  most  important  ends: 

1.  The  best  school  in  the  country  for  the  thorough  preparation  of  young  men 
for  the  regular  College  Course.  Very  many  of  our  patrons  find  it  necessary  to 
send  their  sons  from  home  to  be  prepared  for  College.  To  them  we  offer 
advantages  they  can  hardly  find  elsewhere.  Their  sons  will  be  taught  the 
studies  they  need  to  master  in  order  to  enter  the  regular  College  classes  ;  they 
will  be  taught  thoroughly  and  in  less  time  than  will  be  necessary  in  schools  nut 
specifically  devoted  to  such  work. 

2.  There  are  hundreds  of  young  men  who,  for  various  reasons,  cannot  take  a 
regular  Collge  Course — some  because  they  cannot  meet  the  cost,  some  because 
they  feel  that  they  are  too  old  to  afford  the  time,  some  because  they  desire  only 
a  practical  education.  Many  young  men  of  this  class  need  to  be  perfected  in 
their  elementary  studies,  as  Grammar,  Geography  and  Arithmetic.  But  they 
need  to  review  their  studies  where  they  will  have  the  advantages  furnished  by  a 
college.  They  want  access  to  large  libraries  and  the  opportunities  afforded  by 
debating  societies  ;  also  opportunity  to  study  some  parts  of  Natural  Science,  and 
in  connection  with  lectures  and  experiments.  Some  wish  to  add  a  few  of  the 
studies  of  the  English  Department  of  the  College  Course.  To  such  young  men 
Emory  College,  with  "Seney  Hall  "  as  an  integral  part  of  its  educational  appa- 
ratus, offers  advantages  and  opportunities  that  are  rarely  found.  Among  the 
thousands  who  feel  a  very  grateful  appreciation  of  Mr.  Seney' s  generosity,  none 
will  be  more  grateful,  as  none  will  be  more  benefitted,  than  the  class  of  young 
men  described. 

3.  Those  who  need  to  extend  their  English  studies  in  sucuring  a  thorough 
business  education,  will  find  here  what  they  need.  Those  who  wish  to  learn 
Book-keeping  or  Telegraphy,  while  bringing  up  their  Arithmetic,  Grammar, 
etc.,  cannot  find  better  opportunity. 


APPARATUS. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Chemical  and  Philosophical 
Apparatus.  Two  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  instruments  and  appliances,  of  the 
best  grade,  have  been  added  to  the  Apparatus.  The  College  was  never  so  well 
furnished  in  this  department.  Very  special  attention  is  given  to  teaching  the 
students  the  methods  of  conducting  experiments  for  themselves.  This  is  a 
marked  feature  in  the  Scientific  Department  of  the  College. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Connected  with  the  College  are  two  flourishing  Literary  Societies — the  Few 
and  the  Phi-Gamma.  These  Societies  own  large  and  elegant  halls  and  excel- 
lent libraries.  Weekly  discussions  in  these  Societies  offer  the  best  facilities  to 
the  students  to  become  ready  speakers  and  able  debateis.  These  Societies  are 
regarded  as  invaluable  adjuncts  in  the  work   of  College  instruction  and  culture. 


THE  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 


Contains  several  thousand  volumes  of  good  books.  About  twenty-two 
hundred  volumes  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves  recently.  The  Library  is 
open  every  day.  The  management  is  perfecting  plans  for  the  annual  addition 
of  many  standard  works  to  the  collection.  In  this  work  the  efficient  co-opera- 
tion of  the  friends  of  the  Institution  is  invoked.  The  alumni — ever  loyal  to 
Emory  College — are  particularly  requested  to  lend  their  invaluable  aid  in 
greatly  enlarging  and  improving  our  collection  of  useful  works.  The  alumni 
can  give  to  our  Library,  from  their  private  collections,  thousands  of  useful  books. 
Otner  institutions  have  been  enriched  in  this  way.  Some  day,  it  is  hoped,  the 
Library  of  Emory  College  will  be  so  endowed  that  large  additions  may  be  made 
each  year  of  the  best  works  that  are  published.  We  propose  to  collect  such  a 
Library  as  will  meet  all  the  wants  of  young  men  who  are  seeking  the  highest 
literary  culture. 

The  author  of  the  "Atlantic  Essays  "  has  well  said  on  the  general  subject  of 
procuring  for  American  communities  the  amplest  facilities  for  culture  :  "And  it 
will  not  take  so  long  as  one  might  imagine.  Although  the  great  intellectual 
institutions  of  Europe  are  often  nominally  ancient,  yet  their  effective  life  has 
been  chiefly  in  the  last  lew  centuries.  A  hundred  years  ago  the  British  Museum 
and  the  Bodleian  Library  had  each  about  ten  thousand  volumes.  The  Imperial 
Library  at  Paris  had  then  but  fifty  thousand,  and  the  present  century  has  added 
the  most  valuable  half  of •  its  seven  hundred  thousand  books.  At  the  time  of 
our  Revolution  there  were  but  three  public  galleries  of  art  in  Europe;  and  the 
Louvre,  the  chief  attraction  of  the  most  attractive  city  in  the  world,  is  of  later 
origin." 

The  alumni  and  the  friends  of  the  College  will  confer  a  great  favor  upon  the 
Institution  by  sending  to  the  Librarian  any  works  which  they  may  be  able  to 
spare,  or  by  making  contributions  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

When  we  consider  what  an  intellectual  arsenal  a  full  and  well-assorted  library 
furnishes  to  students,  especially  to  students  who  may  be  unable  to  procure 
complete  libraries  of  their  own,  we  can  hardly  overestimate  the  necessity  of 
making  our  College  Library  keep  pace  with  the  discoveries  and  progress  of  the 
extraordinary  period  in  which  we  live.  We  should  remember,  too,  that  exhaus- 
tive scholarship,  extensive  erudition  and  thorough  culture  are  more  dependent 
upon  libraries  than  upon  any  other  instrumentality  whatever.  In  proof  ot  this, 
we  need  only  recollect  that  great  libraries  have  ever  been  nuclei  for  scholars, 
and  through  them  most  of  the  critical  learning  of  the  world  has  been  dis- 
seminated. 

Those  who  can  spare  us  books,  and  who  may  hesitate,  supposing  that  dupli- 
cates are  already  in  the  Library,  can  readily  ascertain  the  facts  in  the  case  by 
dropping  a  note  to  the  Librarian.  Duplicates  of  good  books  are  as  welcome  as 
they  are  useful. 
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To  a  number  of  friends  North  and  South  the  College  is  indebted  for  valuable 
contributions.  Thanks  are  specially  due  one  generous  friend  who,  on  his  own 
motion,  bought  for  the  College,  at  a  cost  of  four  hundred  dollars,  an  admirably 
selected  list  of  new  and  invaluable  books. 

We  beg  our  friends  to  help  us  to  fill  our  shelves  with  the  best  books,  that  our 
young  men  may  have  every  advantage.  A  College  that  teaches  more  than  a 
hundred  students  tuition  free  deserves  help  in  supplying  them  with  the  best 
facilities. 


THE  MUSEUM. 

The  Mineral  Cabinet  is  very  large,  containing  several  thousand  specimens 
collected  with  care  during  the  last  thirty  years,  and  embracing  many  of  the 
most  beautiful,  perfect  and  valuable  specimens  of  crystalization  and  other  min- 
eral forms  from  the  most  important  localities  on  both  continents. 

We  solicit  the  co-operation  of  our  friends  in  bringing  together  a  still  larger 
and  more  perfect  collection  of  mineralogical  and  other  specimens  that  may  be 
useful  in  the  study  of  Natural  Science  and  Natural  History. 


MR.  SENEY'S  GIFTS  TO  THE  COLLEGE. 

Heretofore  full  accounts  of  Mr.  Seney's  gifts  to  the  College  have  been  given. 
In  addition  to  the  noble  building  that  bears  his  name,  he  added  to  the  Endow- 
ment fund  $75,000  ;  also  $5,000  to  aid  in  paying  a  College  debt.  These  gifts 
have  vastly  increased  the  power  of  the  College  for  useful  work. 


DAILY  PRAYERS. 

Every  College-day,  morning  and  evening  prayers  are  held  in  the  Chapel  at 
which  all  attend.  The  interest  in  these  services  has  been  greatly  increased  by 
the  marked  improvement  of  the  singing  the  past  two  years.  The  pews  have 
been  liberally  supplied  with  suitable  hymn-books  containing  both  words  and 
music.  One  of  the  best  chapel  organs  is  used  morning  and  evening;  Miss 
Mamie  Haygood,  Organist.  The  chapel  service  is  a  pleasure  and  a  blessing 
to  all.
